Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department  during  the  year  1959. 


The  purpose  of  the  Annual  Report  is  broadly,  to  review  the  general 
state  of  health  and  well-being  of  the  people  of  the  District  for  which 
we  are  responsible,  to  compare  the  standards  achieved  with  those  of 
comparable  communities  elsewhere  in  the  country,  and  with  the 
National  figures,  and  to  measure  progress  by  retrospective  survey  over 
the  years. 


Progress  itself  is  not  to  be  taken  for  granted. 

The  gains  of  one  year  are  not  necessarily  held  for  all  time  there- 
after, for  the  results  are  a balance  between  the  efforts  of  those 
engaged  in  Health  Work  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  awkwardness  of 
Nature  on  the  other. 

Unremitting  labour  is  the  price  to  be  paid,  sometimes  for  further 
progress,  sometimes  for  merely  holding  on  to  the  position  already  won. 


The  population  of  our  District  has  again  increased  by  around  500 
persons  (530  actual  this  year)  to  an  estimated  total  of  43,020.  753 

live  births  and  435  deaths  gave  a natural  increase  contribution  of  318 
towards  this  530,  the  remainder  being  due  to  movement  of  population. 


There  was,  nevertheless,  a considerable  loss  of  infant  life,  as  is 
shown  by  the  higher  than  average  still  birth  rate  of  29-2,  and  the  unduly 
high  infant  mortality  rate  of  35-98. 


An  analysis  of  causes  of  still  births  is  not  yet  possible  in  England 
and  Wales,  but  legislation  to  make  this  information  available  is 
expected  in  the  near  future. 

Study  of  the  causes  of  infant  deaths  (page  9)  shows  prematurity  and 
bronchopneumonia  to  be  the  outstanding  contributory  causes, 
congenital  abnormalities  taking  third  place. 

With  one  exception  (respiratory  failure)  other  causes  were  represented 
by  single  cases  only. 
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There  was,  unfortunately,  one  maternal  death  during  the  year,  from 
an  emergency  arising  in  very  early  pregnancy,  before  the  patient  would 
normally  consult  either  midiwfe  or  doctor. 


There  were  435  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1959 — giving  a net  morta- 
lity rate  of  lO.l  per  thousand. 

This  figure  is  rather  lower  than  that  for  the  preceding  year,  and  is, 
indeed  the  lowest  for  10  years. 


The  causes  of  death  followed  the  same  general  pattern  as  in  pre- 
vious years. 

As  would  be  expected,  most  were  due  to  senility,  and  to  the 
degenerative  processes  associated  with  ageing  — particularly  those 
involving  the  heart  and  vessels. 

One  death  in  eight  was  due  to  cancer,  and  one  in  fifteen  to  bronchitis. 
Deaths  from  accidents  were  also  high  at  just  under  one  in  every 
twenty  deaths.  The  most  fatal  infectious  disease  was  pneumonia, 
which  accounted  for  3%  of  all  fatal  illnesses. 


Measles  was  by  far  the  most  prevalent  infectious  disease,  being 
more  than  twice  as  common  as  Dysentery,  and  nearly  three  times  as 
common  as  Whooping  Cough. 


Food  poisoning  was  on  a smaller  scale,  but  in  all  13  cases  were 
recorded.  Most  were  due  to  Salmonella  typhi-murium.  but  there  was 
representatives  of  no  less  than  four  other  types. 

The  cases  themselves  were  sporadic,  and  there  were  no  outbreaks.  No 
doubt  inspection,  and  continuing  hygienic  improvements  in  catering 
establishments,  and  in  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  have  contri- 
buted to  confine  this  infection  within  narrow  limits. 


Three  cases  of  Paratyphoid  fever  occurred  in  one  family  in  the 
District.  They  were  the  first  cases  in  Cannock  for  many  years. 
Clinically  the  illness  resembled  food  poisoning,  but  bacteriological 
investigation  proved  them  to  be  cases  of  Paratyphoid. 

All  three  patients  were  removed  to  isolation  hospital,  and  no  further 
infections  arose  within  the  family  group  of  nine,  nor  was  there  any 
spread  outside  this  particular  household. 
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The  28  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  mild  infections,  and  presented  no 
major  epidemiological  problem. 

Twenty-five  were  isolated  at  home,  and  three  were  admitted  to  hospital 
because  difficult  home  conditions  made  it  undesirable  to  attempt  home 
isolation. 

The  number  of  persons  immunised  against  Poliomyelitis  rose  again. 
Some  9,000  immunisation  courses  were  given,  as  against  4,000  in  the 
preceding  year. 

No  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified. 


Only  14  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  an  average  of  three  times  that  figure  in  each  of  the 
five  years  up  to  and  including  1954. 

Regular  sampling  and  analysis  of  water  supplied  by  the  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  throughout  the  district,  have  been 
carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  by  the  Company  itself. 

These  reports  provide  continuing  confirmation  of  a consistently 
reliable  and  safe  water  supply. 


The  purity  and  quality  of  food  stuffs  offered  for  sale  within  the 
District  were  also  ensured  by  regular  sampling  and  analysis.  Some 
minor  deviations  were  detected,  and  firms  notified,  but  there  again 
the  general  standards  achieved  were  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  Council  built  66  houses  and  37  bungalows.  82 
houses  sand  bungalows  were  erected  privately. 


It  is  always  a pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  and  help- 
fulness of  my  friends  and  colleagues  on  the  staff,  to  whom  I am 
thereby  indebted,  and  to  express  my  thanks  to  those  members  of  the 
Council  who  have  taken  a particular  interest  in  Public  Health  work 
during  the  year.

FOOD  HYGIENE 

As  will  be  seen  later  in  this  report,  there  are  763  premises  where  food 
is  stored  or  sold.  Unavoidably,  the  number  of  visits  to  these  premises 
was  at  a minimum;  contraventions  were  noted,  but  these  were  later 
remedied.  Improvements  resulting  from  these  visits  are  set  out  in 
Table  1 on  page  18. 

Whenever  possible,  during  visits  to  food  premises,  swabs  from 

utensils  and  samples  of  washing  or  rinsing  waters  are  taken.  Bacterio- 
logical examination  follows  and  the  results  give  a good  indication  of 

the  efficiency  of  the  washing-up  process.  Table  2 sets  out  the  details 

of  these  tests.

Chemical  Examination  of  Food 

During  the  year  171  samples  of  Food  and  Drugs  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  and  results  of  the  analyses  are  set  out  in  Table  3 
Of  the  171  samples  taken  only  9 or  5.3%  proved  unsatisfactory. 

The  average  composition  of  all  samples  of  milk  was — Fat  3.68%, 
Solids-not-fat  8.65%.

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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD— MILK 


Frequent  inspections  have  been  made  of  premises  registered  and,  as 
will  be  seen  182  samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory — 175  for  bacteriological  examination  and  7 for 
biological  tests  for  tubercle  bacilli. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  milk  samples  passed  all  recognised 
tests.

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ICE  CREAM 

Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment,  Etc.)  Regulations,  1959 

There  are  now  only  two  manut'acturers  of  Ice-cream  in  the  area; 
one  carries  out  the  heat  treatment  procedure,  wnilst  the  other  uses  the 
‘cold  mix’  method.  In  the  latter  method  a complete  cold  mix  is  used 
which  is  reconstituted  with  drinking  water  ana  to  which  nothing  may 
be  added  other  than  certain  flavourings,  fruits,  etc. 

In  addition,  there  are  171  other  premises  registered  for  the  ‘sale  only’ 
of  Ice-cream.  These  are  mainly  retail  shops  selling  pre-packed  ice- 
cream, almost  the  whole  of  which  is  manufactured  outside  the  Urban 
Area. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  samples  were  examined  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  106  were  Grade  I,  1 Grade  II  and  4 Grade 
111. 

Full  details  of  samples  are  set  out  in  Table  6. 


MISCELLANEOUS  FOODS 

In  the  course  of  frequent  visits  to  an  Egg  Packing  Station  in  this 
area  4 samples  of  Liquid  Egg  were  obtained;  no  pathogenic  organisms 
were  isolated. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  that  all  the  animals  slaughtered  in 
the  area,  and  which  were  intended  for  human  consumptiosn,  have 
been  inspected,  but,  at  the  same  time,  due  to  staffing  problems,  it  has 
only  been  achieved  to  the  detriment  of  other  aspects  of  the  depart- 
ment’s work. 

An  appreciable  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  bovine  tuberculosis  has 
been  noted  over  the  past  few  years.  In  1954,  the  percentage  of  the 
number  inspected  affected  with  tuberculosis  was — cattle  11%  and  33%, 
now  down  to  3.9%  and  7.1%;  pigs  31.2%  aown  to  1.3%. 

Tables  7,  8,  9and  10  give  in  full  particulars  of  animals  slaughtered 
and  meat  rejected  as  unfit. 

The  majority  of  meat  sold  in  this  district  continues  to  be  ‘imported’ 
from  wholesale  premises  in  neighbouring  areas. 

In  February  the  Slaughterhouse  Reports  (Appointed  Day)  Order 
came  into  force,  requiring  local  authorities  to  submit  their  reports  on 
slaughterhouse  facilities  in  the  district  to  the  Minister  between  Novem- 
ber, 1959  and  November,  1960.  This  matter  is  receiving  the  Council’s 
attention  and  a preliminary  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  local 
Butchers’  Association  was  held  in  December.

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

The  district  is  chiefly  on  the  water  carriage  system.  Some  parts  of 
the  area  are  rural  in  character,  and  here  no  sewers  exist,  and  water 
closets  provided  are  drained  to  cesspools  or  sanitary  pails  provided. 

During  the  year  the  sewer  in  the  Cannock  Wood  area  has  been 
further  extended  resulting  in  the  elimination  of  a number  of  cesspools 
and  conversion  of  pails  to  water  closets. 

The  Council’s  Cleansing  Department  carry  out  the  regular  emptying 
of  the  cesspools  and  pails. 


DUSTBINS 

A scheme  under  the  Public  Health  Act  is  carried  out  for  the  pro- 
vision and  maintenance  of  dustbins.  This  scheme  commenced  in  1940 
and  has  always  been  very  popular  and  of  immense  value.  An  annual 
charge  of  5/-,  recoverable  with  the  General  Rate,  is  made  for  each 
dustbin.  By  the  end  of  1959,  15,126  had  been  supplied  including  1,207 
in  the  last  year,  of  which  780  were  renewals. 

DISINFESTATION 

Houses  of  selected  apolicants  for  Council  houses  were  visited  prior  to 
rehousing  by  this  council  to  ascertain  whether  disinfestation  was  neces- 
sary. 170  visits  were  made. 

Minor  infestations  of  bugs,  fleas,  cockroaches,  ants,  etc.,  were  dealt 
with  by  means  of  insecticidal  liquids  or  D.D.T.  fumigation.

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HEATING  APPLIANCES  (FIREGUARDS)  ACT,  1952 

This  Act,  together  with  Regulations  made  in  1953,  requires  fire- 
guards to  be  fitted  to  gas  fires,  electric  fires  and  oil  heaters  which  are 
so  designed  that  they  are  suitable  for  use  in  residential  premises  and 
are  of  such  a type  that,  without  a guard  there  is  a likelihood  of  injury 
b\  burning. 

Five  appliances  were  inspected  and  tested  in  the  manner  prescribed 
b\  the  Regulations — all  were  satisfactory. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  Council’s  residential  caravan  sites  at  Pye  Green  and  Cannock 
remain  fully  occupied. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  an  extension  to  the  Cannock  site  was  com- 
menced, this  will  give  standings  for  a further  16  caravans. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

During  the  year  eight  licences  were  granted  for  the  keeping  of  Pet 
Shops.  All  licences  were  granted  subject  to  conditions  which  ensure 
the  objects  of  the  Act  being  observed. 


MORTUARIES 

On  the  28th  February  the  Council’s  old  mortuaries  at  Cannock  and 
Hednesford  were  closed  and  the  new  mortuary  in  Beech  Tree  Lane, 
Cannock,  brought  into  use. 

The  new  building  is  of  modern  design  and  contains,  in  addition  to  a 
post-mortem  room.  Coroner’s  office,  inquest  room  and  private  chapel/ 
viewing  room.

Two  Deposit  Gauges,  six  Lead  Pero- 
xide intruments  and  one  combined  Smoke  Filter  and  Volumetric 
Sulphur  Dioxide  apparatus  have  again  been  in  use.

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The  following  notes  on  Public  Cleansing  have  been  supplied  by  the 
Cleansing  Superintendent,  Mr.  C.  F.  Poole: — 

Public  Cleansing 

The  work  of  the  Cleansing  Department,  in  us  various  aspects,  parti- 
culars of  which  are  indicated  hereunaer,  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  removal  of  refuse  from  domestic  and  trade  premises  has  been 
maintained  generally  at  a weekly  frequency. 

Five  vehicles  have  been  regularly  engaged  on  the  work. 

For  most  of  the  year  the  fleet  comprised  three  7 cubic  yard  capa- 
city, one  10  cubic  yard  capacity,  side  loaaers  with  sliding  dustproof 
covers,  and  one  16 — 18  cubic  yards  capacity  rear  loader. 

Late  in  the  year  another  16 — 18  cubic  yards  capacity  rear  loader 
was  added  to  supersede  the  oldest  7 cubic  yard  siae  loader. 

The  introduction  of  large  body  capacity  type  rear  loading  vehicles 
on  which  the  refuse  is  mechanically  transferred  from  rear  to  front  as 
loading  proceeds,  is  proving  a distinct  advantage  in  many  aspects  of  the 
work  as  compared  to  side  loaders. 

The  tonnage  of  refuse  removed  weekly  averaged  around  450  tons 
involving  the  emptying  of  some  13,200  bins. 

Disposal  of  refuse  has  been  by  controlled  tipping,  mainly  by  manual 
levelling,  but  the  increasing  tonnage  has  indicated  a need  for  the 
introduction  of  mechanical  application  to  the  spreading  of  the  refuse, 
and  subsequent  effective  soil  covering  to  seal  tip  surfaces  and 
embankments. 

It  is  anticipated  that  some  form  of  mechanical  levelling  will  be 
introduced  to  our  tip  work  at  an  early  date. 

Builders  spoil,  soil  and  road  sweeping  material,  has  been  used  with 
good  effect  for  sealing  of  surfaces  and  embankments,  but  generally 
supplies  have  been  short  of  requirements. 

The  application  of  insecticides  to  tip  surfaces  as  a deterrent  to  fly 
and  other  insect  infestation  has  been  regularly  pursued,  and  during 
the  year  pressure  spraying  was  introduced  for  this  purpose  whereby 
a more  even,  but  concentrated  application  of  insecticide  powder  was 
possible. 

The  following  tips  have  been  in  use  during  the  year: — 

EURGOYNE  STREET  land  ex  gravel  pit.  Refuse  from  the  central 
and  northern  parts  of  the  area  was  continuously  disposed  of  at  this 
site. 

The  pool  area  at  the  western  extremity  was  completed  and  surface 
soiled  and  a second  phase  of  raising  appreciably  the  levels  over  land 
formerly  tipped  on  in  the  eastern  and  central  parts  was  commenced, 
and  is  continuing.  An  appreciable  tipping  life  still  remains  at  the  site. 
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PRINCESS  STREET,  CHADSMOOR.  Tipping  operations,  mainly  of 
refuse  from  the  central  parts  of  the  area  continued  on  this  site  adjoin- 
ing the  Stadium,  and  was  completed  during  the  year. 

The  land  was  subsequently  soil  covered  and  graded  to  levels  and 
seeded  to  integrate  with  the  adjoining  playing  field. 

WATLING  STREET,  BRIDGTOWN.  Disposal  of  refuse  from  the 
Bridgtown  and  Cannock  area  continued  to  completion  in  mid-summer, 
at  this  privately  owned  site. 

Final  spreading  of  soil  over  the  surface  of  the  tipped  refuse  and 
grading  to  even  contours  then  restored  this  formerly  water-logged 
ground  to  agricultural  use  and  poultry  farming. 

WATLING  STREET,  BRIDGTOWN— SEWAGE  WORKS.  Upon 
completion  of  operation  at  the  aforementioned  site,  tipping  of  refuse 
from  the  same  localities  was  commenced  here  to  raise  the  levels  of 
land  immediately  adjoining  the  sludge  lagoons,  and  to  form  new 
embankments. 

This  is  a useful  tip  serving  the  immediate  vicinity,  but  its  life  will 
not  extend  beyond  a further  six  months. 

W ATLING  STREET,  CHURCHBRIDGE.  This  site  has  been  little 
used  due  to  concentration  on  the  previous  sites,  and  a large  area  of 
the  clayhole  comprising  approximately  three  years  tipping  life  for  the 
Bridgtown  and  Cannock  area,  still  remains. 

PROSPECT  VILLAGE,  CANNOCK  WOOD.  This  site  continues  to 
accommodate  refuse  from  the  area  in  the  immediate  vicinity  and  there 
remains  a life  of  several  years. 

LITTLEWORTH  ROAD.  Tipping  has  continued  regularly  at  this 
site  on  the  second  phase  of  raising  the  levels  of  the  ground  to  those 
previously  determined  having  regard  to  its  ultimate  use. 

Refuse  from  the  northern  and  eastern  parts  of  the  area  are  being 
deposited  there. 

FUTURE  TIPPING  SITES 

The  provision  of  tipping  sites  as  long  term  policy  to  serve  the  area 
for  a period  of  from  five  to  twenty  years  after  completion  of  the 
existing  ones,  is  a matter  still  under  review. 

It  is  hoped  that  from  the  general  consideration  of  certain  features 
ol  Town  Planning,  Industrial  Development  etc.,  scope  for  such  pro- 
vision will  materialise. 
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CESSPOOL  CLEANSING 

In  the  Cannock  Wood  and  Pye  Green  areas  where  cesspools  pre- 
dominate a 750  gallon  capacity  tanker  has  been  continuously  employed 
in  the  emptying  process. 

The  provision  during  the  year  of  main  drainage  in  parts  of  the 
Cannock  Wood  area  resulting  in  the  elimination  of  a number  of  cess- 
pools, has  enabled  an  improved  frequency  of  emptying  of  generally 
two  weeks  and  not  exceeding  three,  to  be  maintained. 

The  full  advantage  of  this  main  drainage  provision  has  not,  how- 
ever, so  far  been  reflected  on  this  service. 

Cesspool  contents  are  discharged  into  foul  water  sewers  for  ulti- 
mate sewage  disposal  works  treatment. 


GULLY  CLEANSING 

Street  gullies  throughout  the  area  have  received  continuous  rota 
treatment  by  either  mechanical  or  manual  emptying. 

With  the  progressive  reduction  in  the  number  of  cesspools  to  be 
dealt  with  as  mentioned  above,  greater  use  is  being  made  of  the 
secondary  mechanical  tanker  on  gully  emptying  to  the  reduction  of 
manual  treatment. 

Gully  contents  are  discharged  at  tip  where  when  dried  out  the 
material  is  useful  cover  to  house  refuse. 


STREET  SCAVENGING 

The  combined  methods  of  manual  sweeping  on  the  ‘beat’  system 
with  street  orderly  trucks,  and  ‘lengthsmens’  work  by  the  employment 
of  two  gangs  of  men  with  two  25cwt.  capacity  motor  trucks,  has 
given  good  general  coverage  on  this  work  throughout  the  area. 

A fair  standard  of  tidyness  has  been  maintained,  dependent  on  vary- 
ing conditions,  but  much  repeat  work  continues  to  be  necessary  on 
account  of  materials  from  vehicles  in  transit,  and  littering. 

Shopping  and  town  centres  received  daily  treatment,  and  market 
refuse  is  cleared  immediately  at  termination  of  trading. 

The  provision  of  additional  litter  receptacles  and  Ante-Litter  pub- 
licity has  brought  about  some  slight  improvement  of  the  litter  aspect 
in  shopping  centres. 

There  still  remains,  however,  a need  for  greater  awareness  on  the 
part  of  the  general  public  to  thoughtless  littering  of  streets  and  to  the 
consequent  increase  in  work  of  a scavenging  nature  beyond  normal 
requirements,  that  such  action  entails. 
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PUBLIC  SANITARY  CONVENIENCES 

A high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  at  female  con- 
veniences at  Cannock  and  Hednesford  by  the  work  of  the  lady 
attendant  cleaners  in  daily  attendance. 

Though  a marked  improvement  in  the  operational  efiects  of  the 
male  cleaner  of  other  conveniences  throughout  the  area  has  been 
apparent  by  the  use  of  a motor  vehicle,  ensuring  several  visits  per 
day  to  each  convenience,  there  is  still  much  to  be  desired  in  the  use 
oz  these  places  by  certain  irresponsible  members  of  the  public. 

Generally  a good  state  of  cleanliness  to  all  conveniences  is  main- 
tained, though  negatived  at  times  by  misuse. 

The  most  serious  aspect  of  maintenance  is  affecting  appearance  and 
cost  of  rectification,  is  the  ever  prevalent  damage  to  water  pipes,  locks 
and  fittings,  and  defacement  of  walls  and  doors. 

A scheme  for  the  provision  of  improved  facilities  in  the  town  centre 
ar  Cannock  is  technically  well  in  hand,  prior  to  which,  conveniences 
of  a temporary  character  are  to  be  provided  at  an  early  date  in 
Market  Hall  Street,  to  free  the  useage  of  the  existing  ones  for  sub- 
sequent carrying  out  of  the  major  project.
